LOCATIONS  AND  WATER  COURSES 


In  preparing  the  following  list  of  lo- 
cations and  water  courses  no  effort  has 
been  made  to  include  all  the  streams 
now  on  the  map  of  Kentucky,  but  those 
which  are  mentioned  in  the  "Certifi- 
cate Book"  of  the  Virginia  Land  Com- 
mission have,  we  believe,  been  located 
with  fair  accuracy.  In  the  location  of 
the  early  Stations  and  Forts  Collins' 
History  and  Filson's  map  of  Kentucky 
have  been  of  great  assistance,  and  for 
the  water  courses,  Elihu  Barker's  map 
of  1795  and  J.  Russell's  map  of  1794, 
with  maps  of  Kentucky  showing  the 
present  county  outlines  have  been  used. 

Confusion  is  likely  to  occur  to  some 
extent  on  account  of  the  frequent  repe- 
tition of  names,  as  for  instance ;  Otter 
Creek,  Mill  Creek,  Wolf  Creek,  Muddy 
Creek,  Clear  Creek,  Cedar  Creek,  Buffa- 
loe  Creek,  Cane  Creek,  &c,  all  of  which 
appear  in  widely  separated  parts  of  the 
State.  It  is  sometimes  possible  to  de- 
termine just  which  of  these  creeks  is 
meant  by  the  place  of  hearing  and  by 
examination  of  the  locations  of  the 
other  claimants  whose  applications  are 
filed  on  the  same  day.  For  instance  if  a 
claim  is  located  "on  Muddy  Creek" 
without  other  description,  the  location 
of  that  particular  meeting  of  the  Land 
Commission  might  help  us  to  decide 
whether  the  creek  of  that  name  in  Mad- 
ison County  or  Ohio  County  was  in- 
tended. If  the  sitting  of  the  Commis- 
sion on  that  day  was  at  Boonesboro,  we 
should  certainly  believe  it  was  the 
former;  if  at  the  Falls  of  the  Ohio,  it 
might  very  well  be  the  latter.     If  the 


location  was  on  Otter  Creek  while  the 
Commission  was  sitting  at  Boonesboro, 
we  should  not  expect  to  look  for  the 
record  of  the  land  in  McLean,  or  one 
of  the  other  counties  where  there  was 
a  creek  by  that  name,  but  in  Madison. 
If  the  hearing  was  at  St.  Asaphs  or 
Logan's  Fort,  and  the  land  in  question 
was  on  Canoe  Creek,  we  should  expect 
to  find  that  it  was  located  in  Rockcastle 
rather  than  in  Henderson  County. 
However,  we  must  not  conclude  that  the 
claim  was  always  filed  at  the  nearest 
meeting  place  of  the  Commission,  for  on 
page  12,  we  find  that  during  a  sitting  of 
the  Commission  at  St.  Asaph's,  October 
19  (?),  1779,  James  Cobun,  "Heir-at- 
law  to  Samuel  Coburn  deceased,"  pro- 
duced a  claim  for  a  tract  which  is  so 
particularly  described  that  we  know  it 
must  have  been  located  in  the  present 
county  of  Shelby. 

In  more  than  one  instance  it  is  ap- 
parent that  the  surveyor  has  erred  in 
describing  a  creek  as  tributary  to  the 
wrong  stream,  but  when  we  consider  the 
dangers  and  hardships  accompanying 
the  making  of  these  early  surveys,  the 
difficulties  of  transportation  and  navi- 
gation, and  the  interlocking  of  the 
headwaters  of  many  of  the  rivers,  the 
descriptions  are  wonderfully  correct.

ELIHU  BARKER  MAP  OF  KENTUCKY 

By  De.  "Willard  Rouse  Jillson,

There  is  presented  herewith  a  faith- 
ful reproduction  of  the  rare  second  edi- 
tion of  the  Elihu  Barker  map  of  Ken- 
tucky. This  map  was  published  by  Deb- 
rett  in  London,  England,  June  1,  1795, 
and  appeared  in  the  third  edition  of  Im- 
lay's  "A  Toporgraphical  Description  of 
the  Western  Territory  of  North  Amer- 
ica ..  .  1797,"  which  was  also  publish- 
ed by  Debrett.  The  first  edition  of  the 
Barker  map  was  published  in  Philadel- 
phia and  bears  the  following  title:  "A 
Map  of  Kentucky  from  Actual  Survey, 
by  Elihu  Barker,  entered  as  Act  directs. 
Engraved  and  sold  by  Matthew  Carey, 
Phild.a  Scale  American  Miles  45  (4y2") 
17  3/8x38/4  (1793)."  A  reduced  copy, 
the  third  edition  of  the  Barker  map,  ap- 
pears also  in  Carey's  American  Atlas, 
which  was  published  in  1796.  The  first, 
second  and  third  editions  of  this  map  as 
above  described  are  on  file  in  the  Library 
of  Congress,  Washington,  D.  C. 

The  original  unpublished  Elihu  Barker, 
map  was  advertised  for  sale  by  Oliver 
Barker,  possiby  a  relative,  in  "Dun- 
lap's  American  Daily  Advertiser"  Jan- 
uary 8th  to  10th,  1793.

Evidently  this  advertisement  gave  the 
impression  that  a  published  map  was 
meant,  for  on  January  11th,  it  was 
changed  to  read :

Little  is  known  concerning  the  life  of 
Elihu  Barker,  and  nothing  is  to  be  found 
after  a  search  of  the  records  of  the  Li- 
brary of  Congress,  though  data  might 
possibly  be  procured  elsewhere.  He  was 
evidently  an  Englishman  born  who  had 
good  connections  there  as  well  as  in 
America,  and  was  particularly  interest- 
ed in  the  western  country.    His  map  of 
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Kentucky  was  preceded  by  John  Fil- 
son's  much  distorted  map  of  Kentucky 
and  other  of  the  Eastern  Mississippi 
River  Valleys,  but  it  is  by  far  the  most 
accurate  of  the  early  maps  of  this  State. 
It  is  so  well  done  that  it  could  be  used 
today  with  satisfaction  for  general  pur- 
poses. 

There  are  some  interesting  carto- 
graphic features  on  this  map,  chief 
among  which  are  representations  of 
mountains  in  Eastern  Kentucky,  and 
also  between  the  Cumberland  and  Ten- 
nessee Rivers  in  Western  Kentucky.  The 
fact  tbat  there  a  number  of  isolated  knob 
areas  in  different  places  in  the  State, 
particularly  in  wbat  is  known  as  Camp- 
bell, Pendleton  and  Kenton  counties, 
and  again  in  Jefferson  and  Bullitt  coun- 
ties, as  well  as  in  Russell,  Casey  and 
Simpson  counties,  points  without  doubt 
to  the  fact  that  Barker  made  use  of  the 
available  published  sources,  and  took  the 
written  and  verbal  statements  of  others 
in  compiling  his  map.  He  circles  an 
area  East  of  Science  Hill  in  Pulaski 
County  on  the  waters  of  what  is  now 
Buck  Creek,  but  was  then  called  Caney 
Fork  or  "the  Glades." 

The  various  known  salt  licks  through- 
out the  State  are  indicated,  and  the  prin- 
cipal trails  and  settlements.  At  this 
time,  according  to  the  Barker  map,  the 
principal  towns  in  Kentucky  were  Wash- 
ington and  Charleston  in  Mason  County, 
Bourbon  Court  House,  Lexington, 
Frankfort,  Versailles,  Louisville,  Bards- 


town,  Danville,  Harrodsburg,  Madison 
Court  House,  Stanford,  Crab  Orchard, 
Petersburgh,  Balclutha,  Bealsburgh, 
Georgetown  and  Vienna.  The  State  was 
divided  into  nine  counties,  which  were: 
Jefferson,  Fayette,  Mercer,  Nelson,  Lin- 
coln, Madison,  Bourbon,  Woodford  and 
Mason. 

The  "Henderson  Grant"  is  also  indi- 
cated in  the  vicinity  of  the  mouth  of 
Green  River.  The  "Barrens"  are  indi- 
cated as  at  that  section  between  Great 
Barren  River  and  Green  River,  and  the 
Little  Barren  River  in  South  Central 
Kentucky ;  while  the  region  between  the 
Tradewater,  Ohio  and  Cumberland 
Rivers  in  Western  Kentucky  is  desig- 
nated as  "barren  naked  land."  The 
territory  in  the  vicinity  of  Irvington  in 
Breckinridge  and  Meade  counties  i& 
also  designated  as  ' '  barren  naked  land. ' ' 

A  number  of  outlying  stations,  such  as 
Moddrel's  Station  in  Laurel  County  and 
Shaw's  Station  in  Grayson  County, 
where  Leitchfield  now  stands,  Barnett's 
Station  on  Rough  Creek  and  Hardin's 
Fort  on  Hardins  Creek,  where  Hardins- 
burg  is  now  located,  are  also  indicated. 
Making  due  allowances  for  the  paucity 
of  data  at  this  early  date  the  Elihu  Bar- 
ker map  of  1795  may  be  regarded  as  a 
very  good  one,  containing  a  great  fund 
of  information,  particularly  with  respect 
to  the  several  drainage  basins  and  the 
names  of  the  tributary  creeks.  The 
wonder  is  that  it  was  done  as  well  as  it 
appears  to  have  been  at  this  early  time.. 
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
